City Council Hades 
Parking Proposals 


Continuing its work on setting 
up a zoning plan for the city, the 
city council pressed toward its 
conclusion in two special sessions 
—Saturday morning and Monday: 
night. The plan will take final 
form next week, according to in- 
dications. 

At the Monday night session, 
the council directed city manager 
Charles McDonald to opan bids for 
a proposed enlargement of the 
city-owned parking lot in the rear 
of the GCS food tore. 

The proposal would enlarge the 
lot from its present capacity of 
approximately 40 spaces to a 
maximum of 125. This enlarge- 
ment would eliminate the necessity 
of parking along Parkway and 
Crescent and provide sufficient off- 
street parking to relieve the pre- 
sent congestion on thes streets. 

GCS has indicated willingness to 
bear the expense (or at least $16,- 
000 worth), provided the city al- 
lows them to pay off=this amount 
in four equal installments. This 
plan seems to meet with consider- 
able opposition. Councilman Ben 
Goldfaden emphatically stated that 
he would oppose this move, since 
he did not think the city should 
underwrite such a proposition. 

In a heated discourse, council- 
man Robert Hurst opposed opening 
a driveway from Parkway into the 
enlarged parking lot, saying that 
he deemed it hazardous to turn 
Parkway intd what he termed a 
“commercial thoroughfare.” 

The council’s next meeting is 
called for Wednesday night, August 
29, at 8 p.m.

School days will soon arrive once 

more, For many children this will 
*be a new experiencé and will be 
‘accompanied by mixed feelings on 
the part of both child.and parent.

- Make sure your child is in rood 

Silo at abs condition.: In addition to 

‘his ‘vaccination for smallpox he 
‘should have a complete physical 
check-up and::dental examination. 
It-is a@ good idea for the. mother 
sto anticipate questions’ about the 
«‘chikd’s: health ‘anfl be . prepared 
o} supply information: regarding 
his illnesses, immunizations, handi- 
caps or restrictions and any com- 
’municabie disease he has: had. 

‘ss By: -school' age. a.-child should

whould: always wash his hands 
‘afterward and.also before eating; 
‘and have an established time for 
‘meals' and going. to bed. His 
clothing should be comfortable,, of 
ithe right size‘and easy to put on. 
‘Ef clothes are new let him. become 
4gufficiently familiar with them _to 
:mecognize:them as his own..: He 
“shottid have clothing appropriate 
‘torthé weather - raincoat, rainhat 
-andsdoots’ when necessary and 
warm clothing when chilly ‘days 
arrive. 
‘iyFeelings -of ‘insecurity will. be 
‘kept at a. minimum if the child 
‘knows what to expect. He should 
know what his school and the room 
where he-will be located look like. 
He should not expect his mother 
to-stay with him. If he has gotten 
‘along without mother on previous 
occasions he will be better prepared 
to do sc now. He should know how 
to get along with other children. 
Although he should realize that 


If possible 


his schooltime will not be entirely 
devoted.to free play, neither should 
he be anxious about what will be 
expected of him. The child who 
only looks forward to going to 
school “so I can play ball with 
the other kids’ has an attitude as 
unrealistic as one who moans, “The 
teacher might want me to read 
and I don’t know how to read.” 
Safety On Way 

Perhaps a major cause of paren- 
tal anxiety will be centered around 
the child’s safety on the way to and 
from school. The best precautions 
are to teach him practices for safe- 
ty. If he must use the highway he 
should walk on the left facing on- 
coming .traffic. If he rides, a 
bicycle he should ride singly and 
in single file, and not try to show 
off or weave back and forth along 
the road or street. If he rides a 
bus he should know how to. board 
and leave the bus, keep head and 
arms inside, refrain from creating 
a disturbance with other children 
or distracting the driver. . 

All children.should learn to obey 
traffic signals and know the rules 
applying to their particuar situa- 
tion. More vehicle accidents to 
children occur when crossing be- 
tween intersections’ than in any 
other’ area. Walking in roadway 
and coming from behind parked 
cars also. cause unnecessary deaths. 
Teach your child the best route to 
take and see that he gets up early 
enough’ that he does not have to 
hurry. 


At school he will be taught about | 
heaith and saféty' and will be ex- 


pected to observe safe practices. 
it is best that he be 
accompanied by other children and 
he must be cautioned against ac-

Safe Driving Hints 
For Labor Day 


If you don’t want to spend Labor 
Day laboring over a stalled car, 
you'll be smart to take special care 
when you tangle with bumper-to- 
bumper traffic. 


The Institute for Safer Living 
of the American Mutual Liability 
Insurance Company has _ issued 
some words of advice to help you 
in the “stop-and-go” traffic you'll 
meet on the road this weekend. 

a. Don’t shut off your’ engine 
while waiting in traffic. Frequent 
restarting weakens’ the battery 
and over-heats the starting motor. 
Best to keep the engine idling 
and shift into neutral if your car 
has an automatic shift. 


b. If the. wait is long, speed the 
engine moderately for 30 seconds 
every few minutes in order to cool 
it with a blast of air from the en- 
gine fan. 


ce. If the radiator begins to boil, 
pull off the road and turn the 
motor off. Don’t remove the radia- 
tor cap until the temperature 
gauge drops to 180 degrees. Then 
use a towel or other protection 
against gushing hot water or vapor 
when unscrewing the cap. Start 
the motor and add warm water 
while the engine idles. 

d. If the weekend turns out to 
be a real scorcher, you may find 
that your engine stalls occasional- 
ly, especially at high altitudes. 
Don’t step on the starter im- 
mediately. As the engine cools, it 
will allow, the vaporized gas 
blocking the fuel line to liquify 
and you'll: be able to start the 
engine again. 

Don’t be fooled into an accident 
by a green light! Gunning your 
car across an intersection the in- 
stant you get the green “go” si- 
gnal may end in tragedy. The 
other-way traffic may fail to stop 
as quickly as the light turns red. 


Hundreds of -motcrists get 
crumpled fenders every day for 


crashing through red lights — 
“they didn’t see it”, “they fell 
asleep at the wheel”, “they could- 


not stop”, “they tried to beat it’. 
Remember at a_ light-controlled 
intersection, two highways cross. 
Check cross traffic to make sure 
it is stopped for the red light be- 
fore you take the green. 

While you’re traveling ‘along in 
a line of traffic, nothing will be 
gained by crawling up the back 
of the car ahead, or running up 
too far before braking. Give the 
driver behind you a chance to use 
his brake in time and lessen his 
chance of hitting you. 
gradually to reduce wear and tear 
on your car and to save passengers 
from a nerve-racking ride.

If you live in Maryland, where 
and when you register for the 
November general election depends 
upon where you live. 


Registration must be in person 
and is permanent if you vote once 
every five years. Montgomery 
County deadline is Sept. 21. Dead- 
line in Baltimore City and Prince 
Georges County is Sept. 22. How- 
ever, although the legal deadline 
in Prince’ Georges is Sept. 22, the 
county courthouse will not be open 
that day since it falls on Saturday. 
In the following counties the dead- 
line is Oct. 6: Allegany, Anne Arun- 
del, Frederick, Washington and 
Wiscomico, In all other counties 
deadline is Oct. 9. 

Absentee ballots are sallowed, 
and must be returned before polls 
close on Nov. 6. A US. Senator 
and 7 U.S. Representatives will be 
elected by Maryland.
